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600,000 AMATEURS BY 1990? 


The ARRL has set an ambitious goal for 
itself, according to ARRL Secretary David 
Sumner, K1ZZ. By 1990, the League intends 
to have increased the number of licensed 
amateurs from just over 450,000 to 600,000 
---a 33% increase! Writing in the current 
issue of QST, Sumner admits to what numer- 
ous critics have stated for some time: 
amateur radio is in danger of becoming a 
declining hobby. This should concern all 
amateurs, regardless of license class or 
mode of operation, for two reasons, he 
writes. First, a decline in the number of 
licensees will intensify the pressure for 
spectrum reallocation. Second, the number 
and types of manufactured items will de- 
crease, since "industry doesn't develop 
new products for a vanishing market." 


Recognition of the existence of a problem 

is the first step towards a solution. This 
writer salutes the ARRL for facing up to 

the problem. There is wide disagreement, 
however, regarding the changes (if any) that 


need be made to attract such numbers. Though 


we may disagree on the means, it behooves 
us all to support the League in this effort.

The American Red Cross has filed comment 
withVthe PVG, C% sing support of, PRB-1 , th 
American Radio Relay League's request for 
preemptive relief from local zoning ordi- 
nances. The Red Cross letter states in 
part: "The Amateur Radio Operators assist 
the American Red Cross in providing emer- 
gency communication in disaster situations. 
It would often be impossible to provide 
effective service without their assistance. 
We do not feel that ARRL is requesting to 
be exempt from measures taken to protect 
the health and safety of the local citi- 
zenry. However, they are concerned about 
actions undertaken that will interfere 

with their ability to provide service to 
their fellow man." 


In addition to the Red Cross letter, the 
F.C.C. has received letters supporting 
PRB-1 from the cities of Port Arthur, Port 
Neches, and Groves, Texas; the Jefferson 
County (Texas) Department of Emergency 
Management; and the Kane County (Illinois) 
Emergency Management and Disaster Agency.

PACKET RADIO HIGHLIGHTS FEBRUARY MEETING

SENATE RESOLUTION 36 NEEDS YOU! 


On January 3, 1985, Senator Barry Gold- 
water, K7UGA, introduced two resolutions. 
One of them (Senate Resolution 36), if 
adopted, will declare the sense of the 
U.S. Senate that the F.C.C. should affirm 
that state and local regulations must 

not unreasonably restrict communications 
from Amateur Radio stations. The other 
resolution pertains to the rights of 
citizens to erect and maintain television 
receive-only (TVRO) satellite dishes. 

The Amateur Radio resolution will send 

a clear message to the F.C.C. that favor- 
able action on PRB-1 (the League's re- 
quest for federal preemption of restric- 
tive local antenna ordinances) would 

meet with the approval of the U.S. Sen- 
ate. Your support, and the support of 
your Senator, is needed to ensure it 

is adopted. 


The resolution reads: "Resolution - 

To express the sense of the Senate rela- 
tive to unduly restrictive state and 
local regulation of amateur radio an- 
tennas. ' 


"Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
Senate that, consistent with the policy 
of the United States to recognize and 
enhance the value of the Amateur Radio 
Service as a voluntary noncommercial 
communication service which provides 
public service and emergency communica- 
tions, the Federal Communications Com- 
mission should affirm that state and 
local regulatory authority including, 
but not limited to, zoning, public 
safety or health authority, and author- 
ity, and authority to grant a license 
or permit, must be exercised so that it 
does not: (1) discriminate unreasonably 
among amateur radio antennas and other 
types of home communications and/or 
reception antennas, or (2) have the ef- 
fect of prohibiting or frustrating the 
transmission or reception of amateur 
radio communications by Federally- 
licensed amateur radio stations, except 
as may be necessary to carrying out a 
clearly articulated and affirmatively 
expressed compelling governmental in- 
terest related to the health and safety 
of the community."

LOCAL VEC PROGRAM OFF TO GOOD START 


As reported in last month's BLOWN FUSE, 
Woody Mertens N6LFW weathered the VEC 
license examination system in Pleasant 
Hill and came away with his interim 
General Class ticket. I was there with 
Woody the evening of February 1, since 
my wife Joanne (KB6GLM) was making the 
move from Novice to Technician Class. 
Because many amateurs are rightfully 
interested in the new testing procedures, 
I have decided to share my observations 
with the readers. 


First, the tests are standardized. The 
VECs do not get to choose which 50 of 

the 500 possible questions to include in 
the written test. The tests are put to- 
gether by the A.R.R.L., and are sent -by 
mail to the VECs. Thus, fears expressed 
by some that it would be possible to pur- 
posely give easy tests, impossible tests, 
or play favorites are ill-founded. (One 
rumor making the rounds in DX circles 

has it that certain "jammers" have become 
VECs so as to give "Mickey Mouse" tests 
to other potential "jammers", thereby 
increasing their ranks. Hopefully, that 
rumor will be put to rest.) As with the 
old F.C.C. tests, there are a few trick 
questions in these tests, but most ques- 
tions may be answered correctly with 
study and common sense. 
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The CW test is given in the same format 
as was used by the F.C.C., although en- 
tirely new QSOs are used. After the tape 
is played, a fill-in-the-blanks exam is 
handed out (again, just like the F.C.C. 
gave). Now, however, one may pass the 
exam in one of two ways. First, a score 
of 7 correct answers out of the 10 pos- 
sible is a passing score. What is new 
(or, more accurately, resurrected from 
the old) is that one minute of perfect 
copy is a passing score, regardless of 
how many questions are answered cor- 
rectly. I did hear comments that CW 
tests given elsewhere have not followed 
this format. Perhaps the A.R.R.L. has 
devised a variety of CW test formats. 
Whichever is the case, remember that the 
VECs have no control over the conent or 
format of any test administered. 


Having taken three tests from the F.C.C. 
in the past year, I can report that the 
volunteer examiner coordinators (at least 
those in Pleasant Hill, provided by the 
Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club) are every} 
bit as competent and efficient as the 
F.C.C. examiners were. As many people 
have mentioned, their attitude towards 
the test-takers is infinitely better. 
Although this may not be true of every 
examination center, we do have "competi- 
tion" now, so by the word-of-mouth pro- 
cess one should be able to avoid the 

"bad apples." 


The one complaint I heard from the VECs 
at Pleasant Hill was the tremendous amount 
of time required to set up and administer 
the program. If the EBARC contemplates 
involvement in this program, it would be 
wise to contact the MDARC (or other VECs) 
to get an accurate appraisal of the ef- 
fort required of the volunteers.

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EBARC TO BENEFIT FROM A.R.R.L. MEMBERSHIP DRIVE 


The A.R.R.L. has begun an intensive, five-— 
year-long drive toward increasing its mem- 
bership, with new incentives for affili- 
ated clubs already promulgated, according 
to A.R.R.L. Volunteer Resources Manager 
Stephen C. Place, WBIEYI. In a letter 
dated January 23, 1985, Place informed 

the EBARC that, effective February lst, 
each new A.R.R.L. member recruited by the 
EBARC will result in a $5.00 commission 
for our club. This is a 150% increase 
over the $2.00 commission paid for A.R.R.L. 
membership renewals generated by the EBARC. 


As reported in the January issue of THE 
BLOWN FUSE, the A.R.R.L. has begun an 
unprecedented drive to increase substan- 
tially the numbers of both licensed ama- 
teurs and A.R.R.L. members, especially 
from among the younger age groups. Why 
the dramatic change from its former 
laissez-faire attitude? After a 15-year 
period in which technology was seen as 

the "bad guy" by trend-setters, high tech- 
nology is once again fashionable, with a 
host of high-tech goodies available to the 
affluent consumer. Among these products 
are cellular mobile telephones, which use 
a portion of the UHF band. Demand for 
this product is predicted to explode, 

yet already there is a move to reallocate 
a large portion of the VHF and UHF bands 
--including the lj-meter amateur band—- 

to cellular teiephones. 


The handwriting is on the wall, therefore, 
and the A.R.R.L. has begun its counter- 
attack. In order to stave off further 
attacks on the amateur VHF and UHF bands, 
ham radio must be seen as a growing hobby 
instead of a declining one. In order to 
defend better the interests of licensed 
amateurs, the A.R.R.L. itself must grow. 
Hence, the membership drive. 


To qualify as a "new" A.R.R.L. member, 
one's last League membership must have 
expired prior to January 1, 1980. Anyone 
not currently a League member who wishes 
to join should contact Gordy Parsons, 
NU6W. This drive will last through the 
1985 calendar year.

At the ARRL/PPRS booth, demonstrations were 
given of packet radio operations on 2 meters 
and 220 MHz. There were two 9600-baud work- 
ing stations on 220 MHz demonstrating ama- 
teur radio ingenuity in obtaining such high 
baud rates for under $30 per modem! Many 
old-timers prospective hams, and computer- 
ists came by the booth and were awed when 
they saw the linking maps showing the 24- 
hour-per-day 2-meter links on packet all 

the way to San Diego and throughout the San 
Joaquin Valley. Free literature was handed 
out about how to become a ham, and also on 
packet radio. The booth was operated for 
four days demonstrating amateur packet radio 
to tens of thousands of people. 


The conference itself took place on Satur- 
day only. There were over twenty papers 

and talks given with over 1,000 hams attend- 
ing. Highlights included The $30 9600- 

baud Modem, by K9NG; Packet Radio for Dis- 
tance Teaching in the Third World, by KA7TOQW; 
Packet Radio and the National Hurricane Cen- 
ter, by KI4T; Computer Networking in Japan, 
by W4UCH; Addressing and Routing Issues, 

by KA9Q; and others. 


After the Conference dinner, there was a 
Westnet meeting with over forty attending. 
Paths and links to Nevada, Oregon, and 
Northern California were planned to be com- 
pleted by the end of the summer. Westnet 
is already linked to the Valley and South- 
ern California on a 24-hour basis. It was 
also decided that Westnet will establish

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1985 MEMBERSHIP HIGHLIGHTS 


The East Bay Amateur Radio Club begins 
1985 with 58 paid members. A complete 
membership roster is shown on page 6. 
What do we know about ourselves? First, 
we continue to be a club of Richmonders 
and Berkeleyans primarily, in spite of 

our "area-wide" name. Of the 58 members, 
36 (62.1%) reside in west Contra Costa 
County (El Cerrito, El Sobrante, Hercules, 
Kensington, Pinole, Richmond, and San 
Pablo), while 16 (27.6%) live in northern 
Alameda County (Albany and Berkeley). 

The remaining 6 live in Oakland (3), San 
Leandro (1), Hayward (1), or San Francisco (1). 


Nearly 3/4 (74.1%) of the EBARC members 
hold general-class licenses or higher. 
Two members are not licensed, while the 
remainder is split pretty evenly between 
technician and novice classes. 


The average club member is 58 years old, 
with the median age being 60. This com- 
pares with the nationwide average age

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BEWARE OF BOGUS, YAESU 757 GX RADIOS 


(Editor's Note: This article is reprinted 
from the April issue of Worldradio. The 
Yaesu 757 GX transceiver has become ex- 
tremely popular since its introduction. 
Club members who are contemplating the 
purchase of this model would do well to 
stay clear of any "great deal" that is 
offered to them.) 


Yaesu 757 GX radios, considerably dif- 
ferent from those being advertised nation- 
ally, are showing up in the Midwest. A 
serial number check with Yaesu headquar- 
ters in Paramount, California, confirmed 
these radios are illegal. They are not 
made for export. Apparently, someone 

has imported the sets illegally and is 
passing them off on unsuspecting amateurs. 
Radios can be purchased in Japan, and 
stripped down models even cheaper. 


The radios are identical in appearance 
externally, but do not have the CW filter, 
won't work on the WARC bands, have no 
warranty, and will not be serviced by the 
Yaesu repair centers in the USA. The 
manuals are also different from those 
with the "Made for Sale in USA" models. 
The shipping containers indicate the 
radios must be returned to Japan for 
servicing. However, this marking could 
be easily removed or covered. 


The Yaesu headquarters people estimated 
it would cost about $150 to bring the 
illegal radios up to specifications. 

It is unknown how many of these radios 
have been brought into the country, but 
three showed up in the Dayton area during 
January. These were not purchased from 
legitimate Yaesu dealers. 


So, know your dealer and beware of guys 
who may have a "real deal" for you.

LIMIT ON THIRD-PARTY PARTICIPATION? 


The Federal Communications Commission has 
proposed an amendment to Part 97 to spe- 
cifically prohibit third-party participa- 
tion in amateur radio communications by 
anyone who has had his or her license sus- 
pended or revoked. This proposal is the 
subject of a Notice of Proposed Rulemaking 
in PR Docket 85-51.

There have been a number of instances over 
the past several months where such indivi- 
duals have been third-party perticipants 
under the control of properly—licensed 
amateurs, as currently permitted under C 
§97.79(d). According to F.C.C. Special 
Services Division Chief Robert Foosaner, 
such persons are "not in the class of per- 
sons intended to be exposed to amateur 
radio by virtue of §97.79(d)."" However, 
nothing exists at present in Part 97 to 
prohibit their participation. 


This "loophole" proved embarrassing to the 
F.C.C. last year when Gary Kerr, ex-WA6JIY, 
was charged with contempt when he was heard 
participating in an amateur radio communi- 
cation after having been enjoined from any 
"broadcast or transmission" over amateur 
radio. These charges were dropped when, 
much to their chagrin, the government's 
attorneys discovered that third-party par- 
ticipation is neither broadcasting nor 
transmitting and--as a result--Kerr's ac- 
tion violated neither Part 97 nor the 
injunction! 


The F.C.C. proposal would amend §97.114 
by adding participation by those whose 
license has been revoked or suspended to 
the list of prohibited third-party parti(» 
cipation. Under the amendment, any li- 
censed amateur allowing this participa-— 
tion at his or her station would be in 
violation of Part 97.

Don: Thank you for your thoughts regarding THE BLOWN 
FUSE. In all sincerity, I know of no one who contri- 
butes as much to amateur radio as do you.

Regarding the main thrust of your letter, I know 
that I have often found myself at a loss to de- 
scribe the type of organization the East Bay Ame—- 
teur Radio Club is.

While not wishing to deny the importance of public 
service, I personally wou.c hesivate to say that it 
is more important to this Club or its membership 
than are other aspects of the hobby. Within the 
Richmond-Berkeley area there exist two organiza— 
tions which are devoted exclusively to public ser- 
vice: West Contra Costa County RACES/ARES and 
Northern Alameda County ARES.

MAJORITY OPPOSE 40-MTR PHONE EXPANSION 


The ARRL Letter reported in its May 9 issue 
that a majority of those surveyed oppose 
allowing voice privileges in the 7.000- 
7.100 MHz portion of the 40-meter band.. 


The January, 1985 issue of QST posed the 
following question to ARRL members: "Do 
you favor some subband allocation for SSB 
operation for U.S. Amateur Radio operators 
on the 40-meter band below 7.1 MHz?" 
Members were asked to complete the postcard 
attached to the January issue and return 

to ARRL headquarters in Connecticut. 


Of the 19,862 people who responded, 8,788 
(44.2%) favored expansion and 10,640 (53.6%) 
opposed it. The remainder had no opinion. 


It should be kept in mind that the total 
responses comprise less than five percent 
(5%) ot licensed amateurs. Cross-tabula- 
tion with regard to age and years licensed 
of participants is promised for a future 
issue of QST.

Editor's Note: Gordy Parsons (NU6W) provided this 18-month report so that Club members 


may gain a better understanding of the East Bay Amateur Radio Club's financial situation.

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MEMBERSHIP FEE CHANGES PROPOSED 


In a letter to Membership Chairman Al 
Streit “KG6HF), Treasurer and Fund- “Raising 
Chairman Gordy Parsons «NU6W) has proposed 
a new rate structure for East Bay Amateur 
Radio Club dues. At present, our Club has 
nO special rate for married couples or 
families. As Gordy points out, there is 
at present no real incentive for spouses 
to join the EBARC: the household receives 
THE BLOWN FUSE regardless of whether one 
or both spouses are members. 


Gordy has observed that several Club 
members” wives attend EBARC meetings on a 
somewhat-regular basis, yet not all have 
become members. He feels that the reason 
for sthis is that it is simply too 
cost-orohibitive: for an extra $12, no 
real Benefits are derived. He is 
proposing that a “Family Membership" fee 
of, say, $13 be created in addition to the 
Regular dues fee of $12. For this rate, 
all designated family members would have 
EBARC membership privileges. There would 
be but one BLOWN FUSE mailing per 
household. 


Any change in the rate structure would 
have to be aporoved by the Executive Soard 
and the membership. Gordy has raised the 
issue now so that it may be discussed and 
resolved in time for the 1986 membership 
drive which begins in October.

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EMERGENCY COMMUNICATIONS: 


i‘) By Dan Albertson ‘KA6RCZ) 

Do I have to give my call sign if I am 
providing emergency communications? This 
is a question many hams that worked on the 
Lexington Reservoir fire in Los Gatos 
during July have found themselves asking. 


Anyone who listened on the repeaters that 
handled the fire traffic probably noticed 
the use of “tacticai call signs". These 
call signs such as "CDF Morgan Hill”® or 
"YVasona Com“ identified the location of 


the operator. Some tactical call signs 
also identified the type and purpose of 
the unit, such as “Drew’s Shadow". This 


operator followed a California Division of 
Forestry (CDF) Public Information Officer 
named Drew, and provided on-the-spot 
communications. when needed. 


You may have noticed some operators using 
their tactical call sign in addition to 
their FCC call sign. You might have aven 
heard some ot the net control stations 
instruct units NOT to use their FCC call 
) \yyn! This has become the subject of 
udOate on some local repeaters. 


To settle the argument, I called Phil 
Kane, an engineer at the FCC District 
Office in San Francisco. I asKed about 
the fact that many Amateurs think that 
during emergency communications they don‘t 
have to give their FCC call sign, that 
only tactical call signs need be used. He 
explained that at one time there were 
RACES Licenses issued to Civil Defense 
Agencies. At that time, RACES members 
used the RACES call sign--followed by a 
unit number designation--instead of their 
Amateur call sign. 
longer issued and the ones that were 
issued have expired. 


I asKed engineer Kane: “If there are no 


longer any RACES Licenses, under what 
authority does a Civil Defense Agency 
establish a RACES organization?" His 


answer: "Any Civil Defense Agency that has 
a RACES organization in place with a plan 
can activate RACES. At that point, the

direction." He reminded me that RACES 
activation no longer exempts the operator 

from use of his or her Amateur Radio call 
sign. ARES, Red Cross, and CDF Volunteer 
programs that use Amateurs as volunteers 
ara not cansidered to be RACES 
organizations. The rules regarding RACES 
communications are in Part 97, Subpart F. 


I spoke with Dave Tyler ‘(N6DRT), €.C.A.C. 
Pacific Division, who had also made the 
same inquiry to the FCC regarding call 
signs during RACES exercises. He was told 
that tactical call signs are permitted, 
but they are in addition to your regular 
FCC call sign. The regular requirements 
that vou ID at least every ten minutes or 
at the end of an exchange of traffic 
(completion of a conversation) or both are 
still in effect. 


If we look at Part 97, Subpart F, we’!! 
find that Amateur Radio Communications 
must be conducted in accordance with the 
regular rules and regulations unless 
superseded by Subpart F. According to 
Phil Kane, the newest Subpart F does not 
provide for use of any call signs in lieu 
of your reqular Amateur Radio Station call 
sign.

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PROPOSED LAW TO OUTLAW MONITORING OF 
SQQ0-MHz BAND PASSES STATE SENATE 


Senate 8ill 1931, authored by Sen. 
Herschel Rasenthal, has passed the 
California State Senate and has been sent 
to the Assembly for approval. This bill, 
if passed and signed by Gov. Deukmejian, 
will make it a crime to monitor the 
800-MHz portion of the UHF band used by 
the new cellular telephone industry or to 
possess a receiver capable of listening to 
this band. 


Cellular communication is a burgeoning 
industry for which the various telephone 
companies have invested millions. In 
marketing this product, the industry has 
studiously avoided mention that these 


devices are--simply put--radios. The 
average purchaser equates “telephone* with 
"Tandline,” and the industry has done 


nothing to discourage this popular belief, 
Passage of this legislation will reinforce 
this misconception, and earn more protits 
for the cellular industry. 


The last decade has seen efforts to outlaw 
reception of police calls and satellite Ty 
transmissions. In general, these efforts 
have Been unsuccessful. SB 1431 appears 
to be the latest battle to restrict the 
traditional right to receive radia/TV 
transmissions. Enactment of this bill 
will set a powerful precedent for future 
restrictions of this type. 


The Scanner Association of North America 


(SCAN) , 240 Fenc} Lane, Hillside IL 4501462 


has led the fight against this bill. 
After a late start, they faiied to stop 
its passage in the Senate, but are hopeful 
of defeating it in the Assembly. However, 
the outcome is far from settled. If you 
feel strongly about this issue, you should 
write to your State Assemblyman at:

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BASH TO QUIT PUBLISHING BUSINESS 


An era in ham radia has come to an ang 
according to the a story carried in te 
August issue of Nuts & Volts. which 
reported that Dick Bash (KL7IHP) has left 
the publishing business. A phone call to 
Bash Educational Services in San Leandro 
to confirm this produced only a disconnect 
recording with no referral. 


A controversial figure who was literally 
despised by many in the ham radio 
community, Dick nonetheless was one of the 
first to realize that Amateur Radio must 
encourage--not discourage--new licensees. 
He pointed out that many long-time hams 
seemingly were proud of the 49% failure 
rate on FCC tests. He disagreed, and set 
cut to change this. He felt that, in 
today’s world, Knowing complicated 
formulas was nowhere near as important as 
courtesy and good on-the-air operating 
procedure. His books were rife with stern 
lectures on this point! 


When he began publishing his Test Guides, 
few would have believed that the ARRL 
would come to champion many of his ideale, 
and methods. The man who was vilified fo> 
publishing answers to licensing tests must 
have enjoyed one last hollow laugh when 
the ARRL itself began publishing answers 
to the very tests that it administers! 
But, like all "radicals" who ¢ind their 
ideas co-opted by the “Establishment”, he 
no longer has a niche to fill in ham 
radia. 


I had the opportunity to meet Dick at a 
ham radic convention in San Jose jiast 
year. Although I expected to see the same 
rumpled, chain-smoKing character depicted 
on the covers of his test guides, I found 
the real Dick Bash to be very polished and 
military in his demeanor. Several hams 
dropped by to thank him for his help in 
obtaining their licenses, which he found 
most satisfying. 


Although Bash Educational Services has 
left the ham radio community, I sincerely 
hope that Dick Bash himself will continue 
to make his presence--and influence--felt.

WSCUS-1 INTERNATIONAL PACKET RADIO MAILBOX OPERATIONAL

A loose association of East Bay packeteers 
has been meeting irrequiarly at the 
Richmond Red Cross ta ettect mailbox, 
gateway, and digipeater projyects that are 
needed in the area. It has served to help 
acquaint newcomers to packet operations, 
help trouble shoot faulty packet radio 
equipment, facilitate mailbox, gateway, 
and digipeater projects, etc. It is this 
group that has created and is maintaining 
the WéCUS-1 VHF/HF Gateway/Mailbox at the 
WAéJSO Memorial Station and is in the 
process ot establishing a dual por’ 
digipeater at 1000 Feet in the Berkeley 
Hills. 


On Saturday, September 23, a 12 Megabyte 
hard disk was added to the Wé6CUS-1 Mailbox 
by William Danielson <(N6FQR) and Eric 
Williams <WOé6CMU), members of the East Bay 
Packet Radio Assoctation. This ma! }box 
serves over 100 Bay Area hams on 145.09 
Mhz as the Bay Area’s only functioning 
packet radio mailbox. It currently has 
close to a megabyte o¢ data stored in its 
banks about Ham radio including ARRL 
Bulletins, W5Y] Reports. HAMNET, Gateway 
Magazine ‘ARRL), Propagation forecasts, 
State RACES Bulletins, National Traffic 
System traffic, and topics on the latest 
in digital communications. Hams from all 
over Northern California advise methods of 
accessing the WéCUS-1 Mailbox. The last 
two issues of Gateway Magazine mentioned 
it as a source, so W6CUS-1 is getting 
national publicity! A conference was held 
there the same day to discuss the role of 
packet radio mailboxes in disaster and 
public service communications. Many 
important areas were identified for 
further developement by the many wha 
attended. 


Gateway Magazine has publicized the fine 
work the East Bay Packet Radio Association 
is doing at the WAédJSO Memorial Station. 
This is important, as the American Red 
Cross has decided to computerize their 
operations nationally. A recent contract 
signed this week will allow for packet 
radio integration into their computer 
systems in times of disaster. 
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On Monday, September 25, the HF gate 
port was established, making Wé6CUS-1 only 
the secand mailbox to be gatewayed to HF, 
and is now on 14.103 MHz as well. We are 
helping to provide valuable national 
communications service to the entire West 
Coast this way. The East Bay Packet Radio 
Association members give freely of their 
time and resources in cooperation with the 
Red Cross and the East Bay Amateur Radio 
Club to make this station functional.

Fcc: "vES" TO FEDERAL PREEMPTION! 
(Condensed from THE ARRL LETTER, September 30, 1985) & 
preparedness operations. On the 


"STATE AND LOCAL REGULATIONS THAT OPERATE 
TO PRECLUDE AMATEUR COMMUNICATIONS IN 
THEIR COMMUNITIES ARE IN DIRECT CONFLICT 
WITH FEDERAL OBJECTIVES AND MUST BE 
PREEMPTED." So saying, FCC, on September 
16, 1985, adopted a Memorandum Opinion and 
Order in PRB-1, granting ARRL’s request 
for limited Federal preemption over state 
and local regulations involving amateur 
radio facilities. In filing its request, 
the League had acknowledged the need for 
local authorities to regulate amateur 
radio facilities to the degree necessary 
to insure the safety and health of 
community residents. But, ARRL argued, 
such regulations must not be so 
restrictive that they could = preclude 
effective amateur communication. 


The FCC Opinion stated, in part: “Local 
municipalities or qoverning bodies 
frequently enact regulations limiting 
antennas and their support structures in 
height and location, e.g. to side or rear 
yards, for health, safety, or aesthetic 
considerations. These limiting 
regulations can result in conflict because 
the effectiveness of the communications 
from an amateur station are directly 
dependent upon the height of the antenna. 
Other limits are enacted by local 
jurisdictions: anti-climb devices on 
towers, or fences around them; minimum 
distances of towers from property lines; 
and regulations pertaining to the 
structural soundness of the amateur 
installation. By and large, amateurs do 
not find these safety precautions 
objectionable. What they do object to are 
the sometimes prohibitive, non-refundable 
application filing fees to obtain a permit 
to erect an antenna installation and those 
provisions in ordinances which regulate 
antennas for purely aesthetic reasons." 


Who came out in support of PRB-1? Answer: 
the American Red Cross, the Department of 
Defense, and city and county civil defense 
groups, who agreed that overly restrictive 
antenna ordinances would adversely affect 
the success of disaster relief efforts, 
national security and emergency 
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adversarial side, subdivision 
associations, the National Association of 
Counties, the American Planning 
Association, and the National League of 
Cities were opposed to Federal preemption. 


The Commission wrote: “There is a strong 
federal interest in promoting amateur 
communications. Upon weighing these 
interests, we believe a limited preemption 
oplicy is warranted. State and local 
regulations that operate to preclude 
amateur communications in their 
communities are in direct conflict with 
Federal objectives and must be preempted. 


“We will not, however, specify any 
particular height limitation below which a 
local government may not regulate, nor 
will we suggect the precise language that 
must be contained in local ordinances, 
such as mechanisms for special exceptions, 
variances, or conditional use permitze 
Nevertheless, local regulations wh if 
involve placement, screening, or height of 
antennas based on health, safety, or 
aesthetic considerations must be crafted 
to accomodate reasonably amateur 
communications, and to represent’ the 
minimum practicable regulation to 
accomplish the local authority’s 
legitimate purpose." 


So the preemption issue is not cut and 
dried. The eleven-page document we cal} 
PRB-1 is not an instant cure-all for 
difficulties we face now, nor does it 
Quarantee friendly agreement on the 
placement of antennas and antenna supports 
everywhere in the future. Yet, the FCC 
feels it has provided a valuable tool in 
PRB-1, and states further: “Amateur 
operators who believe that local and State 
governments have been overreaching and 
thereby have precluded accomplishment of 
their legitimate communication goals may, 
in addition, use (CPRB-1) to bring our 
policies to the attention of tlocal 
tribunals and forums." 7

VICTORY FOR HAMS ON SCANNER BAN PROPOSAL 
(Condensed from Worldradio, November, 1985) 


A July 31 meeting between State Senator 
Hershel Rosenthal and Los Angeles attorney 
Joe Merdler <‘NéAHU) has resulted in a 
number of important amendments to SB8-1431, 
the bill which attempted to outlaw public 
ownership of any receiving gear for the 
800 MHz cellular telephone band in 
California. These amedements exempt al] 
radio reception gear except that which is 


specifically designed to intercept 
cellular radio-telephone conversations. 
In other words, scanners which have 


incidental coverage of this spectrum wouid 
be exempted. Penalties would only be 
applicable against those who maliciously 
intercept cellular telephone conversations 
for various illegal reasons. 


This finalized version of SB-1431 can only 
be viewed as a major victory for amateur 
radio and scanner enthusiasts, and a 
defeat for the well-financed lobbyists for

bill’s opponents (when Assembly passage 
was all but assured), the victory becomes 
all the more significant. 
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FCC SCUTTLES WAITING PERIOD FOR 
RE-EXAMINATION 


(Condensed from The ARRL Letter, September 30, 1985) 


Effective November 8, 1985, the FCC has 
amended the Amateur Rules to eliminate the 
thirty-day wait before an applicant for an 
amteur examination may retake a_ failed 
examination element. This action, in PR 
Docket 85-21, is the result of a petition 
filed by Phil Miller ‘KB8QX) in 1984. 
Miller had requested that the waiting 
period for retaking an amateur exam be 
reduced fram thirty days to seven days. 
FCC’s Notice of Proposed Rulemaking 
proposed elimination of the waiting period 
altogether. 


The FCC Report reads in part: “Commenters 
favoring complete elimination of a waiting 
period are of the belief that without a 
waiting period, amateur applicants would 
have more incentive to study and retake 
the examination. Commenters who favor 
retaining a waiting period believe that an 
interval is mecessary to preclude 
answering the examination questions 
mechanically or unthinkingly as a result 
of repetitive rote learning."

The Commission stated that, 


thirty-day waiting period "may promote 
conscientious preparation for 
examinations, its purpose was to conserve 


Commission resources. If concerns for 
integrity can be satisfied, we see no need 
to restrict the remarkably flexible 
volunteer examination system with outdated 
prohibitions." It was pointed out that 
present instructions to VECs mitigate 
against the same questions being used at 
the unsuccessful applicant’s next 
examination. The FCC Report continues: 
"VECs have been instructed not to use the 
same set of questions in successive 
examination sessions [Cand] it is highly 
unlikely that examination sessions 
coordinated by two different VECs will 
contain the same questions." 


While the battle in California may be at 
an end, a similar and much more intensive 
fight is expected on the Federal level in 
the future.

RADIOS PROVIDE KEY LINK 


SAN PABLO - A second big earthquake that pillaged Mexico City Friday has local ham operators busy again helping 
coordinate the Bay Area relief effort and the search for loved ones. 


Since the first quake struck Thursday, Albany scientist Dave Tyler has radioed Mexico City constantly and 
confirmed for at least three West County families that relatives there are safe. At the same time, he’s served 
as the Salvation Army’s communications post for a team of relief workers, who arrived on the scene Friday to 
prepare for a planeload of doctors and nurses landing Saturday. Radio operators in Mexico City delivered an 
urgent message to a Los Angeles station Saturday, calling for more burn dressings, pain killers and medical 
supplies. Tyler picked up the transmission and relayed it to San Francisco in hopes that the badly needed 
materials would fly down on the plane with medical workers leaving Saturday. With phone lines out, Tyler and 
radio operators around the world serve as a major link to Mexico City, while engineers and technicians work to 
restore the city’s international phone lines. "“We’ve used this radio to talk to Coalinga in 1982 and for the 
floods in North Richmond," Tyler said, pointing to shelves of radio equipment at the Salvation Army Church in 
San Pablo (sic). 
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Operators have jammed the airwaves since Thursday’s More_on Club Earthquake Effort 


quake, helping families locate relatives. But 
well-intentioned operators are hampering the entire 
effort by crowding the band, he said. Tyler 
explained that a radio operator searching for 
relatives or friends will receive a phone number 
from a foreign operator. If the operator’s phone in 
Mexico City works, and many local lines there do, 
he’ll call the number. From there, it’s hit or miss 
whether anyone will answer. Operators will fire 
back what they learn. Conversations with radio 
operators in Mexico City indicate that normal 
communications may not resume for a week to six 
weeks, Tyler said. Keeping the band as free as 
possible, therefore, remains crucial.

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NATIONAL "SCANNER WAR" ON HORIZON? 


As THE BLOWN FUSE goes to press, Westlink 
and other sources are concerned that a 
"Scanner War“ is about to erupt in the 
U.S.- Congress. Readers of this 
publication will recall that earlier this 
year, cellular mobile telephone interests 
lobbied hard within the California 
Legislature to outlaw. the Sale and 
Possession of UHF receivers capable of 
monitoring the 800 MHz cellular telephone 
band. After the so-called "Telephone 
Privacy Act" had passed the State Senate, 
amateur radio operators--alarmed at the 
precedent such a law would 
establish--joined forces with scanner 
enthusiasts to effectively defeat the 
proposal in the Assembly. The bill was 
rewritten such that scanners were exempted 
from its effects. 


It now appears that the telephone lobby 
was stunned by its California setback, 
having paid scant attention to amateur 
radio previously. As a result, Westlink 
reports they are determined to wage 
all-out war at the Federal level to outlaw 
these dreaded receivers and ensure that 
amateur radio never stands in their way 
again! This war is being waged on other 
fronts as well: HR-3378 and $-14é67 would 
ban phone patches, packet radio, and other 
digital modes. These private interests 
are well-financed and expect to earn 
sufficient future profits to remain 
well-financed. 

KGSHF Editorial: This teporter has felt 
for some time that, in the end, our 
success in maintaining our privileges will 
come down to a game of numbers. If the 


number of licensed hams continues to 
decline and those remaining grow ever 
Qider, amateur bands will inevitably be 


reassigned to burgeoning services such as 
mobile telephones. Recent proposals aimed 
at either increasing the number of 
licensees or increasing activity of 
existing licensees (such as the ARRL plan 
to increase Novice Privileges [{€RM-5038] 
and Senator Goldwater’s call for a no-code 
license class) must be seen within this 
highly-political context.
